Therefore, all of the rejections at 
paper no. 12 will be nnaintained. The applicant still insists that the restriction requirement at paper no. 12 does not read on the elected 
species even when the restriction requirement was clarified for a second time, during a telephone interview noted at paper no. 14. The 
restriction requirement will be maintained because the elected species does fall into the restriction requirement which is a proper 
requirement since there are several indepenent and distint inventions that are being claimed. The elected restricted group that was
